clared today. 

Tombs of practically all the 
early rulers of Egypt have been 
accounted for, most of them 
thoroughly looted by native 
grave robbers, said Lansing. 
| “There are only two or three 
roval tombs left to look for,” he 
said, “and they are those of less- 
er Kings. 

“All the others 
opened, a few by archeologists, 
but the ‘most of them by van- 
dals, who left nothing of impor- 
tance behind them.” 

Royal furniture, garments,

Fascism has been called “a new 
religious war in the disguise ot 
fascism,” and all governmental ut- 
terances and. all labor utterances 
breathe hostility to Catholicism while 
being ostensibly directed against 
fascism. 

Officials Approve Expulsion. 

The Government's attitude is re- 
flected in the case of Monsignor Phil- 
lipi, against whom it was alleged he 
had violated and made a joke of the 
Mexican laws; here the official sen- 
timent has been unanimous. Mem- 
bers of the Government interviewed 
all, agree that the President's de- 
cision was just and wise. It is ar- 
gued that had the Chief Executive 
overlooked this precedent, ‘‘many 
an error by the same example would 
rush into the state” and that “the 
forces of reaction would be found 
rapidly gaining ground.” The Pres- 
ident said: “Mexico, in the future, 
intends to take steps prohibiting 
high foreign dignitaries practicing 
their religious beliefs in Mexico, as 
this privilege belongs to the clerfy 
of Mexico as the laws stipulate.” 

In his reply to the telegram sent 
from the Vatican President Obre- 
gon may be construed as intending 
to indicate that there is “more be- 
hind” the order for expulsion than 
the mere. technicality involved. It 
is gathered that he has evidence of 
activities on the part of the Apos- 
tolic delegate which the laws are 
designed to contravene and’ this 
impression is strengthened by an 
announcement by the Secretary of 
Public Instruction who says: 

“The influence exercised by Mgr. 
Phillipi in Mexican public education, 
which is secular, has been. very 
marked in the Federal District and 
in all those parts of the country 
which he has visited, for by every 
possible means he has endeavored 
to create, in the minds of the 
scholars and of their parents, the 
impression that the official instruc- 
tion was nothing but propaganda 
against Catholicism.’’
